I have studied carefully your question concerning the Great 
Seal of Maryland. At first glance I would consider the shield side as the 
obverse but on studying it over and reading the inscription the side with | 
the horseman on must be considered the face of the scal, as the..sdpmebeme sign. 
part of the inscription is there, also the horseran who is supposed to be ' 
Lord Calvert. Whepq the min inscription or the ruler is depicted on coins 
is cosidered the obverse, the arms of the country the reverse. Where the ~ 
arms take the most important plece, that is versus denomination or inscrip- — 
tion or some minor adjunct, the arms are the obverse. The committee that 
drew this up in 1876 followed the curliest seal extant of the time of Lord 
Baltimore's son and on that seal the horseman was the obverse. On this 
original seal the horseman fills up the whole space and leaves no doubt 
that it is the obverse. The present day seal with the small horseman 
makes it an insignificant looking affair. We find an interesting account. 
of the Great Seal of Moryland in the Peabody Fund public:tion No. 23, . 
Maryland Historical Society, Baltimore 1886, in a paper by Clayton C. 
Hall. . 


. We have a good many M ryland bills, chicfly the later ones. 
The first I know anything about was a one shilling of 1740. Other issues 
are 1748, o1, 06, 67, 68, 70, 75, 76, 80 and 81. Our earliest bill is 
1770. We do not have a photostat machine and would have to make a straight 
photographic negative that would cost $2.00. I think you could get one 
down in Baltimore much cheaper. Probably the Muryland Historical Society. 
could mke you a photostat as they must have a number of these bills.
